Britain Will Defend Rhine, 
" Reviving the Wilson Compact 


GENEVA, June 8 ().—In_ the 
security agreement between Great 
Britain and France it*is understood 
that Great Britain agrees to come to 
the suppott of France with her en- 
tire military, naval and air forces in 
case France jis attacked or in case 
of any aggression across the Rhine 
district. This constitutes an elabora- 
tion of an obligation already con- 
tained ~ in the Versailles Treaty 
whereby the Allies agree to regard 
as a hostile act any infringement of 
the demilitarized zone between 
France and Germany. 

Great Britain gives rebirth to the 
cld Wilsonian tripartite compact on 
the ground that her national in- 
terests derhand péace in Western 
Europe. She declines to commit 
herself to guarantees concerning 
Germany's eastern frontier, because 
she realizes that the British Do- 
minions would not approve of such a 
commitment.

JENEVA, June &.—Great Britain and 
France have reached a complete accord | 
on France’s reply to the German sug- 
gestion for a guarantee compact. This} 
important statement was made here this 
evening by ‘Foreign Ministers Chamber- | 
lain and Briand, who arrived on Sun-| 
day with the double mission of repre-| 
senting their countries at the League 
Council meeting and straightening out | 
differences in regard to security and] 
peace guarantees. | 

The French note as agreed to by Great | 
Britain will be the basis of a four-power | 
treaty, which will include France, Great | 
Britain, Germany and Belgium. It will | 
be drawn within the stipulations of the | 
League covenant and, consequently, will | 
require Germany’s entrance into the| 
League. 

To the two Foreign Ministers it is an 
assurance of the final peace of Europe. 

M. Briand and Mr. Chamberlain, side} 
by side and smiling, received the press 
this evening in the council room of the! 
League. M. Briand acted as spokesman, 
and when he had finished answering 
questions Mr. Chamberlain said: 

“T want to say formally and verbally| 
I concur in everything said by M. 
Briand. 

M. Briand explained he thought the 
note sent to France vitally concerned 
her ally. France naturally was anxious 
to reach an accord with her ally before 
replying to the note. He said the reply 
Was an acceptance of the German pro-/| 
posals and contained basic points of a 
treaty which should finally insure the 
peace of Europe. 


Related to the League. 


Asked if the accord had any relation | 
to the League of Nations, he said: 

“Most certainly. Do you think we 
would come here to discuss it other- | 
wise?” He added: “Could an effort to-| 
ward peace do otherwise than flower | 
in the League of Nations?” | 

Neither Minister would discuss the im- 
portant agreement, but it is understood 
it is little changed from the text sent 
on Thursday to the Quai d'Orsay for the | 
approval of Downing Street. 
, Last evening, according to French 

gouroes, Mr. Chamberlain declared he 
personally was satisfied and did not 
wish to change a comma of the text. If 
this is, true, it is probable the French 
‘ mote made such concessions as were 
thought necessary in order to gain 
British support. 

M. Briand certainly was not depressed 
over any sacrifices he may have made. 
While it is known the British originally 
offered a compact which would make it 
impossible for France to cross the Rhine 
even to assist her Eastern European 
allies, M. Briand this afternoon did. not 
appear apprehensive over their fate, and 
declared: ' 

“Poland has every reason to wish to 
see such a pact signed, as it is a further 
guarantee of peace for her.” 

Then, he added, it extended also to 
Czechoslovakia. Therefore it is believed 
here that the two countries have gone 
half way to meet each other. The text 
of the note will not be available until 
after it is sent to Germany.. 











Only Four Powers Included. 


GENEVA, June 8 (4).—Great Britain 
and France yeached a complete accord 
today on the problem of European secu- 
rity, and if Germany, to whom the ac- 
cord will soon be sent, agrees to the 
conditions, a four-power compact will 
come into being based on the inviola- 
bility of the Rhine frontiers as delimited 
by the Versailles Treaty. f 

Italy is not included, though the text 
will be communicated to her for reasons 
of courtesy, and Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia are not directly affected, though

WILL APPEAL TO GOVERNOR 


Civil Libertles Union Announces 
Smitk WIIl Be Asked to Par- 
don Him.

WASHINGTON, June 8. — Benjamin 
Gitlow, who, as a member of the left 
wing section of the Socialist Party, 
published in The Revolutionary Age in 
July, 1919, the noted ‘‘manifesto,”’ 
which resulted in his conviction by three | 
New York State courts of the charge of | 
criminal anarchy, must serve his sen- 
tence, the Supreme Court announced 
this afternoon in an opinion rendered by 
Justice Sanford for the majority of the 
court, 

“It is the language of direct incite- 
ment,”’ Justice Sanford said of the mani- 
festo, which, he argued, could under no 
circumstances be construed as ‘‘the ex- 
pression of philosophical abstraction.” 

The sharpest kind of divergence from 
seven other members of the court was 
taken by Justice Holmes, who submitted 
a dissenting opinion in which Justice | 
Brandeis concurred. 

Writing for the majority, Justice San- | 
ford declared the State had every right | 
through its laws to.protect public peace 
and safety by seeking to extinguish the | 
spark without waiting until it had en- 
kindled the flame or blazed into confla- 
gration. . 

Justice Holmes, who. considered the 
court had been too narrow in its view 
of the right of free speech, replied that 
“eloquence may set fire to reason, but, 
whatever may be thought of the redun- 
dant discourse before use, it had no 
chance of starting a present conflagra- 
tion.”’

Case Long in the Courts. 


The Gitlow case started when Gitlow 
was indicted with three others in the 
New York State Supreme Court in the 
criminal anarchy case in 1919. He was 
tried separately, convicted and sentenced 
to imprisonment. This judgment was 
affirmed by both the Appellate Division 
and the Court of Appeals. : 

Gitlow brought'the case to Washington 
on a writ of error, and his counsel 
argued for him here in November, 1923, 
since which time the Supreme Court has 
matter under consideration.

Two indictments were laid against Git- 
low—one that he had advocated over- 
throw of organized Government by force 
by the language of the manifesto, the 
other that he had printed The Revolu- 
tionary Age, which itself urged over 
throw of the Government by violence. 

During his first trial it was brought 
out that he was a member of the left 
wing section, which objected to ‘‘moder- 
ate socialism’’ and inchuded in its 
membership aliens as well as citizens. 
This left wing section was organized at 
a national conference in New York City 
in June, 1919, with ninety delegates 
from twenty States in attendance. At 
this meeting a national council was 
elected, with Gitlow as a member, and 
the Couficil was authorized to draw up 
a manifesto, which was afterward pub- 
lished in The Revolutionary Age. — 

The whole issue.of the case, Justice 
Sanford asserted, was whether the New 
York statute as used by the courts in 
the Gitlow case deprived him of his 
freedom of speech in violation of the 
due process clause of the Fourteenth 
Amendment. Speaking of the manifesto, 
which urged mass political strikes and 
revolutionary mass action to overthrow 
organized Government, Justice Sanford 
said: 

“It is neither the statement of abstract 
doctrine nor, as suggested by counsel, 
mere prediction that industrial disturb- 
ances and revolutionary mass atrikes 
will result spontaneously in an inevit- 
able process of evolution in the eco- 


nomic system, It advocates and urges 
in fervent Jangua e mass action which 
shall progressively foment industrial 
disturbances and, through political mass 
strikes and revolutionary mass action, 
overthrow and destroy organized Parlia- 
mentary Government. It concludes with 
a call to action in these words: 
‘**The proletariat and the Communist 
reconstruction of society—the struggle 
for these—is not indispensable. he 
Communist International calls the prole- 
tariat of the world to the final struggle.’

Belgian Commission Is Coming in July 
' To Negotiate the Funding of Its War Debt

WASHINGTON, June 8.—The State 
Department was today advised that the 
Belgian Debt Funding Commission, con- 
sisting of former Premier Theunis and 
M. Hautain, head of the National Bank 
of Belgium, will arrive in Washington 
in July for the purpose of commencing 
negotiations for funding the Belgian 
debt to the United States. 

The actual date of the departure of 
the commission will depend upon the 
convenience of the Belgian Government, 
though it is definitely understood that 
the commission will come in July. 


Whether Baron de Cartier de Marchi- 
enne, the B Ambessador to the 


United States, will act with the commis- 
sion is not yet disclosed. Baror de 
Cartier is now en route to Brussels for 
the purpose of conferring with his Gov- 
ernment regarding the debt. 

M. Theunis, former Premier, who is 
one of the Belgian Commissioners, is 
uhderstood now to be in Italy, and it is 
believed that the Belgian Government is 
awaiting his return before setting an 
actual date for the arrival of the com- 
mission in Washington.

Ten minutes later the 


PREACHER QUESTIONS 
~ SPRATON'S DEGREE 


Tells Fellow Ministers He 
Doubts if Clergyman Has 


Right to “D. D.” 
STRATON SHOWS A DIPLOMA 


Reply to Critic of His Attack on 
Rockefellers Is to Name Him 
for ‘“‘Ananias Club.” 


The proceedings of the regular weekly 


meeting of the Baptist ministers of New 


York City and vicinity, held yesterday 
in the Madison Avenue Baptist Church, 
Madison Avenue and Thirty-first Street, 
were enlivened when the Rev. Elmer W. 
Powell of the First Baptist Church of 
Roselle, N. J., questioned the “D. D."’ 
which follows the name of the Rev. John 
Roach Straton, pastor of the Calvary 
Baptist Church. f 

Going ahead on the basis of a note 
signed “Secretary,”’ issuing from Dr. 
Straton’s study, which informed him 
that the clergyman’s doctorate of divin- 
ity sprang from Ewing College, Illinois, 
the Rev. Mr. Powell produced a reply 
from thé President of Ewing saying the 
college had no record of bestowing the 
degree upon Dr. Straton. 

The militant pastor of Calvary was 
not at the meeting. But he was home 
last night—home with a D. D. sheepskin 
from Shurtleff College, Alton, IiL, in 
hand. And he was full of scornful fire 
for Mr. Powell. He was told that the 
New Jersey minister, aroused by Dr. 
Straton’s characterizaton of the Park 
Avenue Baptist Church as the ‘“‘Socony 
Church,"’ had bestowed the title ‘‘Fa- 
kirs’ Paradise’ on the Straton edifice. 

“If it does ever really become the 
“Fakirs’ Paradise,” said Dr. Straton, 
‘‘we will certainly put in an annex for the 
Ananias Club and Mr. Powell will be 
enrolled as a charter member from the 
beginning.” ' 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. 
Powell attacked ‘“‘degree mills,’ naming 
two southern schools. He quoted the 
United States Commissioner of Educa- 
tion on one of the institutions and cited 
a broadside on the other delivered by 
Dr. M. M. Parks, Georgia State Super- 
intendent of Schools, 


Follows Attack on Fosdick. 


It was really Dr. Straton’s sermion on 
Sunday night attacking Dr. Harry 
Fosdick, the Park Avenue church and 
the Rockefellers, senior and junior, that 
provoked Mr. Powell's onslaught. He 
said that he wished to “rise under the 
rule covering book reviews in order 
to review Who’s Who in America.’’ He 
then read the degrees bestowed on Dr. 
Fosdick — including Doctor of Divinity 
from Colgate, New York University, 
Brown University and Yale. 

The Roselle pastor characterized Dr. 
Straton’s bestowal of the Socony title 
as a ‘‘dastardly and ungentlemanly at- 
tack upon Christian men,” and said that 
such tactics had led him to look up 
the scholastic record of the Manhat- 
tan ckergyman. He said that he had 
written three times to Dr. Straton seek- 
ing light on what college had granted 
him the D. D. The third time a reply 
came. It was as follows:

ST. PAUL, Minn., June 8.—The text of

President Coolidge’s address 


Grounds today 1s as follows: 


How often in the affairs of this 
world a small and apparently insig- 
nificant oecurrence turns out to be an 
event of great importance, carrying in 
its train a mighty influence for good 
or evil! Such importance always flows 
from the character of those con- 


| cerned. The generations of the earth 
treasure the rude hut that sheltered 
| the infaney of Abraham Lincoln, seek 
| out the birthplace of* Shakespeare, 
and give to the uninviting soil of 
| Palestine the title of the Holy Land, 
| all beeause certain obscure happenings 
in those places produced those who 
left a broad mark. upon the future 
course of humentty. The character of 
the participants brought future fame. 
It is such an event that we meet to 
commenorate today, a 

One hundred years ago a little bark 
sailed from Norway to America. It 
was almost unnoticed at the time, 

. save fer the daring and hardihood of 
its navigaters, but it brought with it 
the representatives of a stalwart race, 
men and women of fixed determina- 
tion, enduring courage and high char- 
acter, who were to draw in their reti- 
nue a long line of thelr fellow coun- 
trymen destined to chenge the face of 
an area broad as an empire, direct 
the historic course of sovereign States 
and contribute to the salvation of a 
great nation. These mighty works 
have been wrought because those Nor- 
wegian immigrants were well worthy 
to follow in the wake of the Pilgrim 
and Cavalier. 

This celebration is most happily 
identified with the present year, which 
is an anniversary of notable events in 
the history of our country. We are 
rounding out a century and a half 
frou the beginning of the American 
Revolution. It was a half a century 
from the days of Concord and Lexing- 
ton to the beginning of that stream 
of immigration frem Norway which 
was to help guarantee that the spirit 
of freedom which had been so trium- 
phant in the Colonies should not be 
lost to the States. 

When we consider the astonishing 
number of immigrants which the 
Scandinavian countries have con- 
tributed in proportion to their own 
population in making the body of 
American citizenship, we will appre- 
ciate the significance of this anniver- 
sary. It well deserves the considera- 
tion it is receiving here in this State, 
which has so richly profited by a 
larger proportion ef this north-of- 
Wurope immigration than any other 
Commonwealth. Minnesota would not 
be Minnesota, the group of imperial 
Northwestern States would not be 
what they are, but for the contribu- 
tion that has been made to them by 
the Scandinavian countries. 





Value of Immigration. 


Because of a profound appreciation 
of that contribution and of its truly 
national value I have found it an es- 
pecial pleasure to come here and join 
in this commemoration. In the midst 
of loyalties that are all beyond possi- 
bility of question, it may be difficult 
| to choose among the many national 
} and racial groups that have sought 

out America for their home and their 

country. We are thankful for all of 


them, and yet more thankful that the 

experiment of their commen _ citizen- 

ship has been so magnificently justi- 
fied in its results. If one were seekin 

proof of a basic brotherhood among a 
| races of men, if one were to challenge 

the riddle of Babel in support of 
| aspirations for a unity capable of as- 
| suring peace to the nations, in such an 
inquiry 1 suppose no better testimony 
could be taken than the experience of 
| this country. Out of the confusion of 

tongues, the conflict of traditions, 
the variations of historical setting, the 
| vast differences in talents and tastes 
| there has been evolved a_ spiritual 
union accompanied by a range of 
capacity and genius which marks this 
nation for a pre-eminent destiny. The 
American people have commanded the 
respect of the world. 
} It is a good thing that anniversaries 
| such as this are so widely commem- 
orated. The next few years will be 
filled with a continuing succession of 
similar occasions. I wish that every 
one of them might be so impressively 
celebrated that all Americans would 
be moved to study the history which 
each one represents. I can think of 
no effort that would produce so much 
patrictism. Occasions of this nature 
patriotism. Occasions of this nature 
bring to our attention whole regions 
| of the past that would otherwise re- 
main unexplored, tend to be forgotten 
even by scholars and pass entirely 
from the public mind. These incen- 
tives to special examination ef particu- 
historical phases teach us better 

to understand our country and our 

countrymen. Any one who will study 
| the institutions and people of America 
| will come mere and more to admire 
them, 

One reason that moved me to accept 
the cordial invitations to come here 
today was the hope of directing some 
} measure of national attention to the 
absorbingly interesting subject of the 
social backgrounds of our country. 
The making of such a country is not 
to be told in any mere category of 
dates, battles, political evolutions and 
partisan controversies. Back of all 
these, which are too often the chief 
material of history, lies the human 
story of the unsung millions of plain 
people whose names are strangers to 
public place and fame. Their lives 
have been replete ,with quiet, unpre- 
tentious, modest but none the less he- 
roic virtues. From these has been 
composed the sum of that magnificent 
and wondrous adventure, the making 
of our own America.

One of 
them has a special significance in con- 
nection with this celebration which en- 
titles it to more particular reference. 
This, of course, is the voyage of the 
little sloop Restaurationen, which in 
1825 brought the first erganiged party 
of Norwegian immigrants to this coun- 
try. One reared on the New England 
tradition of the Mayflower will find 
all the materials for a new legend of 

one ring in the voyage of the Res- 
taurationen. She was a_ sloop of 
forty-five tons, whereas the Mayflower 
was rated as 480 tons. The Res- 
taurationen sailed from Stavanger, 
Norway, on July 4, 1825, ‘with a des- 
perately heavy cargo of iron and a 
party of fifty-two people, She came 
safely into the Port of New York 
after a voyage of fourteen weeks, 
which compares with nine weeks re- 
quired for the historic voyage of the 
Mayflower, 

The arrival of the Restaurationen 
created a sensation among those. in- 
ured to the sea. It was claimed that 
she was the smallest vessel that had 
ever made the transatlantic cross- 
ing. The New York authorities 
threatened to deny her the privileges 
of the port on the groynd that she 
carried too many passengers and too ” 
much cargo. She was ultimately re- 
leased, apparently through the influ- 
ence of the Society of Friends. Most 
of her passengers seemed to‘Nnave been 
members of a Norwegian religious 
eommunity intimately related to the 
Quakers, and it appears that one of 
their reasons for coming to this coun- 
try was that they had not enjoyed en- 
tire liberty of religious opinion at 
home. Thus the parallel between the 
voyages of the Mayflower and of the 

testaurationen, despite that they were 
separated by more than 200 years, is 
impressive in several ways. 

Almost without money or supplies, 
the little company of immigrants were 
taken in charge by the New York 
Quakers, -who raises’ funds to send 
them to Kendall, Orleans County, 
N, # There ‘they secured lands 
and established the first Nor- 
Wegian settlement in this coun- 
try. It is a  eurious' circum- 
stance that although the Norwegians 
are among the greatest seafaring peo- 
ples, this party was composed almost 
entirely of farmers, so that their first 
interest was to get land, And ever 
since, the greater share of Norwegians 
have come in search of homes on the 
land, These first immigrants having 
practically no money, bought a tract 
on the shore of Lake Ontario for $5 per 
acre to be paid for in ten annual in- 
stallments. It is hard to realize that 
western New York so late as 1825 
was so far on the frontier. Their land 
was heavily timbered and they were 
compelled not only to clear it but to 
build their own shelter. The first house 
is said to have been a log cabin 12 feet 
square, with a garret. In this twenty- 
four of them lived for a time, the men 
seeking such scanty employment as was 
to be found in the neighborhood to sup- 
port them through the Winter. The 
only one in e party who could speak 
English was Captain Lars Olson and 
he had remained in New York. 


Starting the Stream of Immigration. 





Despite poverty and hardships, the 
colony thrived snd its members were 
shortly writing letters back to Nor- 
way describing the opportunities of 
America and urging frieuds to come. 
From this beginning the stream of 
Norwegian immigration set in, but 
most of the later comers went much 
further West. A few years after the 
settlement at Kendall another. party 
went to La Salie County, Ill. Already 
the West was fascinating them and 
many of the original Kenda!l colony 
sold out and went on to [llinois. 
Thence the migration spread to other 
States of the Middle West and North- 
west. Even before it was formed into 
a Térritory, lowa had received its first 
Norwegians, and from about 1835 they 
spread rapidlv into Wisconsin; Min- 
nesota, the Dakotas and other States. 

It is not possible, as it is certainly 
not needful on this occasion, even to 
suminarize the story of Norwegian im- 
migration. But it should be explained 
that while the settlement of 1825 in 
Orleans County. N. Y¥., was the first 
Norwegian settlement and represented 
the first organized immigration, these 
pioneers of the Restaurationen were 
not the first Norwegians to come here. 
Considerable numbers had come even 
before the Revolutionary War and 
some as far back as the earliest Co- 
lonial days. There were Norwegians 
in both army and navy during the 
Revolution and the War of 1812. But 
the fact remains that the great move- 
ment which establisned Norwegian 
communities all over the Northwest 
and contributed so greatly to the 
building of that part of the country 
began with the voyage of the Restaur- 
ationen. It is said that Norwegians 
and their descendants in this country 
are que about as numerous as the 
population of Norway itself. Norway 
is credited with furnishing a larger 
number of settlers to the United States 
in proportion to its populatfon than 
any other European country except 


one. 

It is frequently noted regarding im- 
migration that the newcomers from 
Europe commonly solfght climatic con- 
ditions here like those in which they 
had been raised. “So the Scandina- 
viangs are found chiefly in the northern 
parts of this country. About 80 per 
cent. of the population of Norway Is 
agricultural, the remainder maritimé 
and industrial. These proportions are 
closely carried out in the occupational 
distribution here. A great majority 
sought the land, but considerable 
numbers have always followed the 
sea. Some of the coincidences in con- 
nection with this migration are oddly 
interesting. Thus we have noted that 
the little sloop Restaurationen, brought 
a cargo of iron; today Minnesota has 
more Norwegians and produces more 
iron ore than any other State. Again, 
Norway is a land of wonderful fresh- 
water lakes, and it is closely matched 
by Minnesota.

Fez Believed No Longer In Danger. 
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FEZ, June 8.—A visit to Fez makes it 
clear that the French position is one of 
difficulty rather than danger. The first 
inrush accompanied by the rising of 
some of the frontier tribes certainly 
threatened Fez, and until this tide was 


turned the capital was endangered. A 
Riffian success would have encouraged 
uprisings elsewhere in those regions, 
with results wht would have threat- 
ened the French hold on Morocco. 

The readiness with which France re- 
sponded to Marshal Lyautey's appeal for 
reinforcements ana the morale of the 
troops engaged during the past month of 
hardship and fighting have stabilized the 
position. ‘The invading Riffians have 
been driven northward and, although 
large contingents of the enemy are still 
inside the frontier, all fear of their mak- 
ing headway in the south, except in 
migor raids seems to have been elimi- 
natel. Althougn the first apparent suc- 
cess of the Riffians caused anxiety in 
Fez and doubt was expressed in certain 
quarters, it was soon realized that if 
independence was to be obtained it 
would not be at the hands of Abd-el- 
Krim's Riffian hordes, the hereditary 
enemies of the Arabs, although profess- 
me 8 commen faith. ‘ . 

e awakening of these hesitatin 
natives of Fez ‘, the atrocities pre al 
mitted on the friendly tribesmen seon 
brought them to reason and put an end 
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to any idea they had of abandoning the 
French. They watched the arrival of 
French reinforcements with evident sat- 
isfaction. Abd-el-Krim meanwhile sent 
many contingents of Jabala tribesmen 
and Riffians to the front which before 
long extended for 100 miles. 

The skill with which’the Riffians en- 
trenched themselves clearly indicated 
European instruction, The French found 
the losses necessary to retain. the 
French posts were not worth while and 
more than thirty of them have been 
abandoned, A substitute for these 
smaller posts has been found in mobile 
columns operating between the fortified

tmmigration which seems always to 
characterize it. Once the tide had set 
n from a particular European coun- 
ry, the movement thereafter has in-. 
variably been encouraged by the early 
comers. Not only did they urge rela- 
tives and friends in the old home to 
come, but they devoted their new- 
found prosperity to help them. On 
this subject there is an opportunity 
for some useful historical research. In 
the pre-Revolutionary days immigra- 
tion to America seemg to have been 
encouraged from the other side, partly 
from political and partly from busi- 
ness motives. The colonizing coun- 
tries of Europe competed to control 
the best parts of the New World by 
oceupying it with their colonies. Im- 
migration was encouraged both hy the 
Governments and by companies of 
merchant adventurers. At that stage 
of he movement, o course, the col- 
eoniés possessed no wealth to help their 
friends to come. 


Change After the Revolution, 


But after the Revolution the situ- 
aticn greatly changed. New political 
conditions made this country more at- 
tractive than ever before, and develop- 
ing wealth and epportunity empha- 
sized its Invitation.* So we find the 
people of our Republic deliberately 
and consciously encouraging the moye- 
ment in this direction. There is op- 
portunity for a much more detailed 
examination of these faetors in the 
Furopean migration than has yet been 
unilertaken, It would be a profoundly 
interesting contribution to the ‘story 
of this greatest of all migrations that 
humanity has ever accomplished if 
we could know snore of the precise 
motives which have animated it. 

The contribution of this country to 
finaneing immigration of the last cen- 
tury and a third has certainly run.

from onerous clerical or political re- 
strictions. Then, with the realiza- 
tion of America’s enormous resources, 
there was the wish to share in its 
developing riches. Only in the later 
stages of the movement did the people 
of this country reach their hand of 
welcome to the friends agross the At- 
lantic, both urging and assisting to 
come. 

Though I make no pretense to deep 
studies in the subject, yet I have been 
impressed that in this last regard the 
shift of Old-World peoples to this side 
of the Atlantic was perhaps unique. 
From the time when their falt-develap. 
ing institutions of popular govern- 
ment, religious freedom and _ intel- 
lectual liberality had begun to take 
definite and attractive forms, the 
people of the colonies took a new in- 
terest in inducing their Huropean rela- 
tives to follow them thither. They en- 
Faged in an tnverted crusade, a con- 
guest without invasion and without 
force. The new country offered not 
onlv material opportunities. but pos- 
sibilities of a spiritual and intellec- 
tual emancipation which they ardently 
wished their friends on the other side 
to share. Citizenship in the New 
World meant something that it had 
not meant in the Old. It was seen 
that the New World offered some- 
thing new, There was_ increasing 
realization that many burdensome 
traditions and institutions had some- 
how been shed. Here at last the in- 
dividual was Jord of himself, master 
of his own destiny, keeper of his own 
sovereignty. Here he was. free. 


Realizing the Idea of Equality. 


With the eizhteenth ecentury’s epoch 
of intellectual liberalism there came 
yet more sharp realization that the 
new country Was not bound to ancient 
manners and prejudices, and that 
therefore it offered to the common 
man a better chance.

They began to find 
themselves, to formulate more definite 
aspirations for their future.

Federal Government forced it upon the 
old countries. Then a new idea began to 
fix itself in the European mind. .The 
new country was seen as an essential- 
ly, vitally, basically different concep- | 
tion of human relationships.

It 
was considered not only different from 
Europe, but different from any earlier 
social creations. The: European peo- 
ples had been greatly stirred by the 
intellecutal awakening of the eight- 
feenth century, and the liberals among 
them had been deeply disappointed at 
the seeming meager results which ac- 
erued from it. We may well wonder 
what would have been the fate of Eu- 
rope after 1815 if the liberalism of 
both England and the Continent had 
settled down to disappointment and 
eynicism. We cannot doubt that dur- 
ing this period, say, from 1815 to 1848, | 
the beacon which they saw had been 
lighted over the Western Atlantic was 
a lamp to the feet and a hope to the 
hearts of liberals throughout Europe. 
With this period immigration from 
the north and west of Europe was 
not only rapidly building this coun- 
try into numbers, wealth and author- | 
ity In the world but it was having a 
tremendous reflex upon Europe itself. 
But for American example and in- | 
fluence the democratic movements of | 
1832 and 1848 in Europe might have | 
been long postponed. The broadly | 
democfatic evolution which swayed 
Hurope so greatly in the latter haif 
ef the nineteenth century might have 
failed entirely. e 

In the period we have been discus- 
sing ne ari all the immigration to the 
United States was from Northern and 
Western Europe. Through its reac- | 
tions upon Europe it gave constant 
encouragement there to liberal 
thought and action. In this country, 
by gradualiy giving the North a great 
preponderance in numbers, it hastened 
the downfall of slavery and helped rid 
our institutions of that great and 
threatening anomaly. 
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Northmen Children of Freedom. 


These Northmen, one of whose an- 
niversaries we are celebrating today, 
have from their first appearance on 
the margin of history been the chil- 
dren of freedom. Native to a yigorous 
climate and a none too productive 


soil, they have learned the necessity 
for hard work and careful manage- 
ment. They have moved by that as- 
piration for a free holding in the land 
which has always marked peoples in 
whom the democratic ideal was press- 
ing for recognition. Eager for both 
political and economic independence, 
they realized the necessity for popular 
education, and so havé always been 
among the most devoted supporters 
of public schools. Thousands of them 
volunteered in the service of the coun- 
try during the Civil and Spanish 
Wars, and tens of thousands in the 
World War. The-institutions and the 
manners of democracy came natural- 
ly to.them. Their glory is all about 
you, their Iiving and their mighty 
dead. They have given great soldiers, 
statesmen, scientists, educators ged 
men of business to the. upbuilding of 
their adopted country. They have 
been rapidly amalgamated into the 
body of citizenship, contributing to it 
many of its best and most character- 
istic elements. To their adaptability 
the nation owes much for its success 
in the enormous process of assimila- 
tion and spiritual unification that has 
made our nation what it is and our | 
people what they are. 

Although this movement of people 
originated in Norwav. in its essence 
and its meaning it is peculiarly Amer- 
ican. It has nothing about it of class 
or caste. It has no tinge of aristoc- 
racy. It was not. produced through 
the leadership of some great figure, 
It is represented, almost entirely by 
that stalwart ain’ who make the 
final decisions in this world, which we 
designate ye common people. It has 
ubout it th® strength of the home and 
the fireside; the family ties of the 
father and the mother, the children 
and the kindred. It has all been car- 
ried on very close to the soil, it has 
all been extremely human. When I 
‘consider the marvelous results it has 
accomplished I ean not but believe 
that it was inspired by a Higher 
Power. Here is something vital, firm 
and abiding, which I can only describe 
as a great reality. 

An enormous power has come to you, 
but you are charged with equally 
enormous responsibilities. Those re- 
sponsibilitles you have never falled to 
meet, that power you have never failed 
to sanctify. Therein lies the sole title 
to all the glory you have achieved in 
the past and therein will lie the sole 
title to all the glory that you will 
achieve in the future. Belleving that 
there resides in an enlightened people 
an all-comnelling force for righteous- 
ness, I have every faith that through 
the vigorous performance of your du- 
ties you will add new lustre to your 
glory in the days to come. 

Our America with all that it repre- 
sents of hope in the world is now and 
will be what you make it. Its institu- 
tions of religious liberty, of educa- 
tional and economic opportunity, of 
constitutional rights, of integrity of 
the law, are the most precious pos- 
sessions of the human-race. These do 
not emanate €rom the Government. 
Their abiding place is with the people. 
They come from the consecration of 
the father, the love of the mother and 
the devotion of the children. They 
are the product of that honest, earnest 
and tireless effort that goes in the 
rearing of the family altar and the 
making of the home of our country. 
They can have no stronger supporters, 
no more loyal defenders, than that 
great body of our citizenship which 
you represent. 

When I look unpn you and realize 
what you are and what you have done 
I know that in your hands our country 
is secure. You have laid up yeur 
treasure in what America represents, 
and there will your heart be also. You 
have given your pledge to the Land 
of the Free. The pledge of the Nor- 
wegian people, has never yet gone un- 
redeemed,

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 8.—‘We 
Go not care to start any wild goose 
chase in the Polar regions,’’ Secretary 
of the Navy Wilbur asserted today, in 
announcing that the Navy Department 
would refuse the request made by the 
Norwegian Aero Club that the United 
States Navy send the dirigible Los An- 
iG geles or Shenandoah in search of the 

Amundsen Polar expedition. 

The request of the Norwegian Aero 
Club was forwarded by the North Amer- 
fean Newspaper Alliance to President 
Coolidge while he was en route from 
Washington to St. Paul to attend the 
100th anniversary of the first organized 

Norse emigration to the United States. 
The President transmitted the request 
to the Secretary of the Navy, who, after 
conference with Admiral Eberle, Chief 
of Naval Operations, today reached the 
decision to reject the appeal. Admiral 
Eberle was instructed to draft a reply 
embodying the decisions of the depart- 
ment, 
Text of Message. 

The request for use of one of the naval 
dirigibles read: 

President Calvin Coolidge: 

The North American Newspaper Al-

the Norwegian Aero Club:

Secretary Wilbur said that the positiolt 
of the Navy Department in the matter 
is that ‘‘we cannot think of undertaking 
any relief expedition without 
knowledge” of the plans of the Amund- 
sen expedition or some indication as to 
their position or location. Without 
something definite to go on, he said, it 
would be impossible to send the Los An- 
geles or the Shenandoah on a ‘‘wild 
goose chase” into the Arctic. 


Fears Climatic Effects on Ships. 


Mr. Wilbur indicated his belief that it 
Was a serious matter to send either of 
the dirigibles to the polar regions. Many 
things had to be considered, he added, 
especially the effect of the lower north- 
ern temperature upon the operation of 
airships. The temperature there is 
around the freezing point, he said, even 
in the Summer time, and this meant 
that either dirigible,’ if sent, would have 
to face unknown hazards. Moisture ac- 
cumulating on the ship and freezing 
would also mean added weight for the 
dirigible to carry. 

Mr. Wilbur referred to the initial 
voyage of the Los Angeles to Bermuda. 
when a rainstorm caught the dirigible. 
The difficulty on that occasion, he ex- 
plained, waa not so much due to the en- 
velope of the Los Angeles becoming 
weighted, it being waterproof, as to the 
actual weight of the rain water falling 
off its surface in thin sheets. 

Mr. Wilbur said it was estimated by 
experts that the weight of such a sheet 
of water descending the sides of the 
Los Angeles during a fairly heavy rain 
was about two tons.

French Explorer Believes Polar 
Expedition Is Safe nd Making 
for Inhabited Land. 


PARIS, June 8 (4).—Dr. Jean Charcot, 
the French polar explorer, announced 
today his intention to leave during the 
first week in July to search for the 
missing Amundsen-Ellisworth polar ex- 
pedition. He expressed the belief that 
the Amundsen party is safe and is try- 
ing to reach civilization before the polar 
Winter sets in, 


ABOARD S. S. INGERTRE, June 8 
(P) (by Wireless).—At 9:30 this morning 
the Ingertre, carrying the Norwegian 
Government’s Amundsén relief expedi- 


tion, was proceeding toward Spitzbergen 
at her maximum speed of 10% knots, 

The seaplanes F-18 and -22 were 
slung across the deck ready for instant 
service whenever needed. They will be 
used in searching for the missing ex- 
plorers, who started for the North Pole 
from Spitzbergen in two flying boats 
May 21. 

The Ingertre spent two hours taking

ARCTIC LAND RULING 


He Asks State Department for 
Territorial Status of Land That 
May Be ‘Discovered.’

Meantime Filers Prepare for Arctic 
Exploration and Adopt Special 
Compass for the Trip.

WASHINGTON, June _ 8.—Important 
questions relative to the territorial 
status of any regions that may be dis- 
covered by the MacMillan-Byrd scien- 
tific expedition into the Arctic regions 
this Summer have been presented to 
the State Department for consideration 
and decision. Until some decision ds 
reached it will be impossible for Secre- 
tary of the Navy Wilbur to give proper 
and explicit instructions to Lieut. 
Commander R. E. Byrd, who will head 
the naval section of the expedition, con- 
sisting of three amphibian naval planes. 

The question of these instructions has 
been raised with the Secretary of the 
Navy by both Lieut. Commander Byrd 
and by Donald B. MacMillan, the 
leader of the expedition. Involved in 
the consideration of the instructions to 
be given to the American naval offi- 
cers who will accompany the expedition 
are two principal points: 

First—Whether Canada has a valid 
claim to Axel Heiburg Land, which lies 
to the west of Ellesmere Land, and 
whether a permit should be obtained 
from the Ottawa Government for Lieut. 
Commander Byrd and the other Amerti- 
can naval aviators to land on Axel 
Heiburg. 

Second—Whether any portion of the 
so-called undiscovered continent which 
is carried on some official maps as 
“Harris Land,” lying between Canada, 
Alaska and the Pole, should be claimed 
as American territory if discovered by 
the MacMillan-Byrd expedition. 

Determination of these questions. has 
an important bearing on the matter of 
the validity of any claim by Canada to 
all territory north of Canada as far as 
the North Poie. Explorer MacMillan 
wrote to the Secretary of the Navy on 
the matter, and inasmuch as the letter 
raised questions of an _ international 
character Secretary Wilbur today re- 
terred Mr. MacMillan’s communication 
to the Secretary of State for advice. At 
the State Department it was said that

Canada Officially Silent. 


Should the MacMillan-Byrd expedition 
discover a continental land mass in the 
Arctic Ocean northwest of Axel Hei- 
burg Land it is the desire of the ex- 
plorers to plant the American flag there 
and claim it for the United States. 


They will, however, be guided-by the 
wishes of the American Government. 
Lieutenant Commander Byrd will be 
governed by his instructions from Sec- 
retary Wilbur and the latter will: act 
in accordance with the ruling of the 
State Department. 

So far as the use of Greenland as a 
base is concerned no international ques- 
tions have been presented. The expedi- | 
tion will establish a primary base at | 
Etah, Greenland, which is Danish ter- 
ritory, the expedition having already 
obtained permission from Denmark. Be- 
yond that no permits have been so far 
sought or obtained. No permit yet has 
been sought to use Elismere Land, 
which is regarded as belonging to Can- 
ada, or Axel Heiburg, which was 
discovered by Otto Sverdrup, a Nor- 
wegian, in 1902, and is understood to be 
claimed ‘by Canada. 

High officials in Washington reiterated 
today that the Canadian Government 
has not yet raised the question or dis- 
cussed with this Government the matter 
of' claiming all land between Canada 
and the Pole.

Special Compass for Fliers. 


Meanwhile the Navy Department, 
which will have an important official 
share in the expedition, which {ts also 
going out under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society, is putting the 
finishing touches on its plans for par- 
ticipation.

SIX STILL ALOFT 
IN BALLOON RACE 


American Continues as One of 
Bennett Cup Favorites—Two 
Bags Come to Grief. 


BRUSSELS, June 8 (#).—Six of the 
eighteen competitors in the Gordon Ben- 
nett Cup balloon race still were in the 
air at 11 o'clock this evening, more 
than twenty-four hours after the start 
from Solbosh Plain. 

The aeronauts aloft included the three 
men picked as favorites to win the race 
—Ernest de Muyter, the Belgian cham- 
pion and holder of the original Gordon 
Bennett Cup; Wade T. Van Orman, 
United States, and Maurice Bienlame, 
France. 

Of the balloons which have come 


down none has traveled the distance 
that peerely wins a Gordon Bennett 
race, The Italian Ciampino has the best 
figure, 570 kilometers (354.19 miles), 
and the Italian Aeriostier the next best, 
540 kilometers (335.54 miles). 

The other bags which had been 
recorded as landing were the American 
S-14, piloted by Lieutenants Flood and 
McCormick; the English Elsie, Miramar 
and Banshee; the French Maroo, the 
Spanish Duro, Hespero and Captain 
Peneranda, the Belgian Ville Bruxelles 
and the Swiss Helvetia, 

The Ciampino came down at 7:45 
o'clock this evening at Loudeac,, Brit- 
tany. At 5:10 o’clock this afternoon the 
Aeriostier landed at Romille, near 
Montford, in the Department of Ille et 
Vilaine, France, 

Captain O. W. Spencer tn the English 
Miramar descended at Beaumont de 
Lomagne, France, having gone 480 kilo- 
meters (298.37 miles). The English Ban- 
shee landed at 10 o’clock this evening 
near Auderville, near Cape Hague, in 
the Department of Manche, France, 495 
kilometers (307.59 miles) distant from 
the starting point. The balloon was 
brought to earth only five yards from 
the sea. 

The Belgian Ville Bruxelles, piloted 
by Captain Labrousse, descended in the 
Department of Manche, France, having 
gone 470 kilometers (292.06 miles). 

The Spanish bag Hespero, piloted by 
de la Rocha, fell in the North Sea and 
was lost. The pilot and Sefior Lobez, 
who was in the basket with him, were 
rescued. The English Elsie also 
came to grief. Its guide rope became 
entangled in a moving freight train near 
Boulogne and the bag was dragged down 
and destroyed. The pilot, Lieut. Col. 
Johnson, was uninjured, but his com- 
— Captain Dongall, was slightly 
urt. 

Late this afternoon a carrier pigeon 
from the Belgica, piloted by de Muyter, 
arrived with a note saying the Beigica 
was in difficulty and that de Muyter, 
who, when the pigéon departed, was 
over the English Channel, had dumped 
250 pounds of ballast in order to keep 
in the air. Belgian experts tonight 
were of the belief that de Muyter would 
succeed in Sieioaring himself from his 
dilemma and finally land in the vicinity 
of Bordeaux. 

The American bag S-14 went 250 kilo- 
meters (155.35 miles).

LOS ANGELES WILL 
FLY WEST AGAIN 


Wilbur Orders Repairs Rushed 
and Trip to Minnesota 
Resumed. 


START LIKELY IN 48 HOURS 


Dirigible Has to Lose Hellum 
Worth $6,000 to Make Landing 
After Score of Attempts. 


With two of her five engines out of 
commission, the navy dirigible Los An- 
geles, which turned back at Cleveland 
on her flight to Minneapolis and St. 
Paul, reached the naval air station at 
Lakehurst, N. J., at 2:40 yesterday 
morning. After twelve hours spent in 
trying to make a landing the airship 
was housed in her hangar beside the 
Shenandoah shortly before 3 P. M. 

Instructions by Secretary of the Navy 
Wilbur to hasten repairs on the defective 
engines and continue the flight to Minne- 
sota were received at the air station 
soon after the dirigible was brought to 
earth. It is expected that the Los An- 
geles will be able to make a second 
start within forty-eight hours. No an- 
nouncement has been made of the hour 
of departure or the course to be flown, 
but it is believed Captain George W. 
Steele, the commander, will take the 
ship over the course originally mapped 
out. 

The comb/nation of a burned. out bear- 
ing on No. 5 engine, lack of a water 
recovéry system on No. 1 engine, and a 
twenty-mile-an-hour head wind caused 
the commander to abandon the flight. 

When the Los Angeles left the air 
station at Lakehurst Sunday morning 
only four of the five engines were in 
commission. The special water recovery 
system by which the exhaust gas from 


the engine is condensed and used as 
water ballast to make up for the weight 
of gasoline consumed had not been 
installed in No. 1 ingen. The four other 
engines were, however, working well. 


Accident During Eead Wind. 


When the accident happened to No. 
5 engine Captain Steele found himself 
with a ship considerably lightened by 
the expansion of helium in the gas bag, 


operating against a head wind with 
only three engines. He decided then to 
cut short the Western trip and make 
for his hangar. 

No difficulty was experienced until 
the airship arrived at Lakehurst. By 
that time, early yesterday morning, the 
heat wave had vanished and the air 
was cold. As a result a fog rolled 
in from the sea, making landing almost 
impossible. In the twelve hours that 
elapsed between the time the ship ar- 
rived over the hangar and the hour she 
was housed no less than twenty-two 
attempts were made to bring her to 
earth. 

In the curly morning hours the fog 
prevented landing. When the sun rose 
the gas bag, cooled during the night, 
again became heated and the helium ex- 
panded, making the ship too light to 
force down. Finally Captain Steele was 
compelled to’ valve a_ considerable 
amount of helium before the ship could 
be A ge ht close enough to earth to 
permit the landing crew to grasp the 
ropes flung over the side. More than 
300 navy men, augmented by about 150 
eivillan employes of the air station, 
were on duty. It is estimated that 
about 150.000 cubic feet of helium, 
worth ‘approximately $6.009, was lost be- 
fore the ship was brought down. 


Captain Tells of Trip 


Describing the cause of the trouble, 
Captain Steele said: 

“We left Lakehurst at 2:30 Sunday 
morning. About ten o'clock Sunday, 
No. 5 engine had to be shut down. It 
could not be run any longer on account 
of the connecting rod bearings around 
one of the crankshafts working apart. ! 


We had been traveling at cruising speed 
under four engines and had been buck- 
ing a 20-mile-an-hour wind. 

“I suppose we had been making about 
thirty-five miles an hour and were about 
over Youngstown, Ohio, when_ the 
trouble developed.

‘“‘When we reached Lakehurst we cir- 
cled a dozen times, trying to get down. 
The ship was light, and I was reluctant 
to let out any helium. It was so cdld 
that the men on the ground were wear- 
ing their overcoats, and the air above 
was cool also. 

“The breeze was not against us when 
we attempted to land, but fog rolled in, 
and on every attempt to land the ship 
bumped up. The fog lifted about noon. 
We had sent a radio message to have 
the landing crew ready. The difficulty 
in making a landing was to get down 
low enough at slow speed, for as soon 
as the fog struck the ship she bumped 
up again. The wind was not bothering 
us, but the ship was very light.’”’

WILBUR POINTS A MORAL. 


Sa ays Failure of Dirigible Shows the 
Warship Is Still Necessary.

WASHINGTON, June 8.—The falflure

pick up the original line of flight at 
Cleveland and continue to Minneapolis,

At the 
day’s high point, 4.891%, francs showed 
a recovery of 34 points, or more than 
a third of a cent, from the low record 
reached last Friday. 

At the higher figures the upward 
movement of the franc met with con- 
siderable resistance, and it was reported 
that good-sized offerings were on hand 
to satisfy the buying orders. The buy- 
ing came very largely from Paris, and 
the opening in New York reflected a 
sharp advance in European markets.

In the present situation, lacking a 
large short interest, it is believed that 
purchases of the franc made from the 
credit would be made with the purpose 
of holding the francs, though it is_ be- 
lieved that commercial purchases will be 
sufficient to maintain values, once 
stability is restored. 

New York bankers and exchange ex- 
perts are discussing the possibility of 
some selling of the franc by its sup- 
ortérs if too sharp an advance appears 
mminent. It is generally believed that 
the intention is to maintain the franc 
on a steady basis in the neighborhood of 
5 cents, since a sharp advance or de- 
cline from that level might be expected 
to have an unsettling effect on French 
business. 

The close on francs yesterday was 
slightly below the day's high point, but 
the tone was steady, and there were in- 
dications of a good demand, both from 
abroad and from New York sources, 
to the last. The advance in francs 
caused a sympathetic rise of more than 
13 points in Belgian francs, which went 
to 4.97%, and an advance of more than 
two points in Italian lire.

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DIVERS INRESERVOIR 
PAIL 10 FIND BODY 


Search in Vain 200 Feet Down 
in Boonton (N. J.) Lake for 
Drowned Game Warden. 


WORK IN INTENSE COLD 


Heavy Clothing and Deep-Sea Sults 
Can’t Keep Out Icy Tempera- 
ture at That Depth. 


Special to The-New York Timea. 

BOONTON, N. J., June 8.—Two deep 
sea divers, working under more than one 
hundred feet of icy water and stumbling 
over large boulders and crumbling ma- 
sonry at the bottom of the lake, at- 
tempted today to recover the body of 
James O'Rourke, Assistant Fish and 
Game Warden, who was drowned in the 
Boonton reservoir last Thursday when 
his boat capsized. The reservoir sup- 
plies water for both Jersey City and 
Hoboken, and although nine trips to its 
floor were made today no trace of 
O’Rourke's body could be found. 

The divers, Harry Reinhartsen of the 


Merritt Chapman Company and Wil- 
liam Lautz, employed by A. B. Spooner 
& Sons, struggled under terrific diffi- 
culties, for the heavy gear of their call- 
ing was but poor armor against the cold 
water they encountered. Each time, 
therefore, that the divers reappeared on 
the surface they had to be hauled in and 
thawed out before they couldg resume 
their work. The temperature at*the bot- 
tom of the lake was 35 degress, they 
said, and their hands, the only un- 
covered parts of their bodies, became 
numbed with the cold. Each trip lasted 
more than half an hour. 

To Reinhartsen; who dived six times 
today and eight times yesterday, the 
sudden cool weather was no relief. He 
was, perhaps, the only man in New 
Jersey who enjoyed the “Bermuda High” 
of Sunday. He wore two suits of clothes, 
heavy underwear, three pairs of woolen 
socks and a woolen cap when _he went 
down, and when he went to lunch he 
wore both suits of clothes and asked 
for hot coffee, to the astonishment of 
the waitress, 

The divers said there was no danger 
in going to the bottom of the reservoir. 
There were a few small currents, but 
nothing to worry them. Bill Hoar, the 
diver who was drowned there tyenty 
years ago, was chught in a mud ‘trap, 
or outlet, which was out of order and 
which he was trying to close. These 
outlets are opened only twice a year, and 
the divers are working now at some dis- 
tance from the intakes to the big pipes 
which carry water to Jersey City. he 
intakes are raised some. distance above 
the bottom of the reservoir, in what 
would look like a two-story building if 
it could be seen, and the suction from 
them is not sufficient to bother a diver 
on the bottom.

AGREE ON SEARCH 
OF PERSIAN GULF SHIPS 


Geneva Delegates’ Proposal Re- 
ferred to Theran —Bacterio- 
logical Warfare to Be Banned.

GENEVA, June 8.—The question of 
the right -to search small craft in the 
Persian Gulf, which has been a great 
impediment to the progress of the 
Traffic-in-Arms Conference, was decided 
today in principle by a subcommittee. 
The word ‘‘native,”’ which was applied 
to these vessels, has been removed and 
the right to search vessels under 500 
tons was confirmed. The Persian dele- 
gate wired Teheran for approval, and 
if this is given the question will have 
to be thrashed out by the General Com- 
mittee, 

The next question was publicity for 


sale of ships and aircraft. This com- 
prised the most dangerous conference 
problems. 

The British insisted on including the 
Persian Gulf in the special maritime 
zone in which ships of certajn tonnage 
must submit to search for Contraband 
cargoes of arms. The Persians first 
took the stand that this was territorial 
waters, and secondly, their ships should 
not be submitted to the same régime as 
ships of other nations. ‘The British to 
date have been intransigeant. They 
maintain the safety of their Indian bor- 
der depends in certain measure on prop- 
erly patrolling the Persian Gulf. They 
produced figures to show they were 
forced to carry on an eleven-year war 
with smugglers becayse they could not 
attack the trouble at the source. 

Several times of late it has_ been 
rumored that the Persian delegate 
walked out of the conference. he 
question is perplexing for everybody. 
Sympathy is principally with the British. 
Even nations who are opposed to search 
of vessels declared the British should 
be permitted to protect themselves in 
this particular case. 

In the General Committee the Polish 
delegate asked to have bacteriological 
wartare included in the protocol com- 
mitting the signatory powers not to 
practice chemical warfare. It was de- 
clared more dangerous and pernicious 
than .chemical -warfare. It affected a 
greater number of persons and could be 
carried on easier and prepared in ad- 
vance. 

The inclusion of bacteriological war- 
fare in the protocol was voted and sent 
to the Drafting Committee. 


LEAGUE INCLINED 
TO HELP AUSTRIA 


Report to Council Recommends 


Use of Funds on Hand to 
Electrify Railways.

GENEVA, June 8.—The report of the 
Austrian Committee of the Council of 
the League, drawn up after a week's 
eliberation on the Austrian situation 
by the League Financial Committee, is 
extremely generous, as was predicted, 
and it is hoped will go a long way to 
assuage the feeling of Austria and turn 
her thoughts from Germany back to hér 
own salvation. At the last Council meet- 
ing, following the receipt by the Council 
of the Austrian’ Committee’s report, 
Austria was censured for failure prop- 
erly to execute orders and obligations 
under the League reconstruction scheme. 
This caused great resentment. It was 
decided recently that, despite Austria's 
failure properly to execute her obliga- 
tions, she must be handled with gloves 
because of her moral condition. Instead 
of censuring her, therefore, it ‘was de- 
cided to pat her on the back and encour- 
age her. 

One of the recommendations to be 
made to the Council by the Austrian 
Committee is to permit Austria to utilize 
88,000,000 gold crowns remaining of tha 
Austrian loan to electrify the Federal 
railroads.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., June 8.—Dr. 
John F. Erdmann, New York surgeon, 
who is named jointly with two White 
Plains physicians as defendant in a suit 
for $250,000 damages brought by Charles 
Jay Davis of White Plains for an al- 
leged unauthorized operation on the 
plaintiff's right kidney seven years ago, 
went on the witness stand today and 
declared the operation was necessary. 

The mother of the defendant had testi- 
fied that after consulting with Dr. John 
Fielding Black and Dr. Edward Weber, 


the two other defendants in the action, 
she had directed Dr. Erdmann to oper- 
ate on her son for appendicitis. 

The trial, which has been going on 
eight days before Supreme Court Jus- 
tice George H. Taylor Jr. and a jury, 
will probably come to a conclusion at 
the end of Dr. Erdman’s cross-examin- 
ation. 

Dr. Erdmann said that when he ex- 
amined young Davis at the White 
Plains Hospital he was suffering from 
pains in his right side and had a high 
temperature He said he told Mrs. 
Davis he believed that the patient was 
afflicted with a deseased appendix 
which had some association with the 
right kidney. 

He also said he informed Mrs. Davis 
that there was something wrong in the 
region of the right kidney, and advised 
an operation.

CONFERENCE. AT CAPITAL 


Particular Efforts Will Be Directed 
by Agents Against Diversion of 
Industrial Alcohol.

WASHINGTON, June 8.—Another step 
fm the direction of a more drastic en- 
forcement of the dry laws by Federal 
agencies was taken today when Lincoln 
C. Andrews, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, in charge of the Prohibition 
Unit, held a long conference with field 
officials charged with the duty of run- 
ning down moonshiners and bootleggers. 

As an outcome of the conference, Pro- 
hibition Unit officials, notably’ those in 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania 
and other States that are classified as 
“‘wet"’ or partially ‘‘wet,’’ will begin a 
land drive supplemental to the activities 
of the dry armada operating on the At- 
lantic Coast. 


It was stated tonight in a responsible 


quarter that today’s round-up of 
prohibition enforcement officers was in 
pursuance of instructions given by Pres- 
ident Coolidge with a view to determin- 
ing whether it is practicable with the 
funds available to enforce the Volstead 
act in the spirit in which it was drafted 
by Congress. It was also said that there 
Was some discusison today which may 
have a bearing upon the budget esti- 
mates for prohibition enforcement which 
will be submitted to Congress at the 
forthcoming session by the Secretary of 
the Treasury. ( 

At least eleven States were represent- 
ed in the Treasury gathering by direc- 
tors or zone chiefs, all of whom made 
reports concerning bootlegging con- 
tions in their respective jurisdictions. 
Prohibition officials were present from 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, Maine and Massachusetts 
in the Kast, from Kentucky, North Car- 
olina and Georgia, and from Kansas 


and Illinois. 
The Treasury conference began early 


this morning, was resumed at 3 o'clock | 


and did not come to an end until nearly 
6 o'clock tonight. Prohibition Commis- 
*sioner Roy E. Haynes attended the 
morning session and was represented in 
the afternoon by Assistant Commission- 
er James J. Jones and E. C. Yellowley, 
Chief of General Prohibition Agents. 
Along what lines the projected land 
a@rive will proceed was not indicated 
either by Assistant Secretary Andrews 
or the other officials who were parties 
to the conference. It is understood, how- 
ever, that an intensive campaign will 
be directed against moonshiners as well 
as bootleggers who:sell illicit product. 
Special attention will be ‘given to the 
alleged diversion of industrial alcohol. 
Reports from border States, it was 
said today, indicate that the recent con- 
centration of Prohibition agents in those 
regions have resulted in the retirement 
of moonshiners from mountain fast- 
nesses and the resumption of illicit dis- 
tillation near the big cities. A special 
investigation will be made to determine 
the exact facts as to this situation. 
Prohibition Unit officials privately de- 
clare that since the partial stoppage of 
Oversea smuggling the diversion of in- 
dustrial alcohol now constitutes the im- 
ortant liquor’ supply of the country. 
hey assert that it is this phase of the 
problem of dry enforcement that will 
receive a great deal of attention in the 
near future. There were intimations 
that Assistant Secretary Andrews had 
devised a plan for the control of this 
beverage source, and that it would 
shortly be put into operation.

American Congressmen, Commerce 
Chambers and newspapers.

Holding that it was not necessary that 
Gitlow should have advocated ‘‘some 
definite or immediate act or acts’ of 
force, violence or unlawfulness, the Jus- 
tice continued: 


“It was sufficient if su¢h acts were | 


advocated in general terms; and it was 
not essential that their immediate exe-

An American 

Looking down the vistas of the allotted age of man, a 
serene mind can picture many places of happy quietude 
and comfort and gladness of heart. Here and there, in the 
silent avenues may one muse on memories of the mighty. 
A man with such a mind makes a track for himself through 
the underbrush and over the years’ rustling leaves and 
dead wood. 

In some of the forests through which this man wandered, 
there grew great magical roses of a hundred brilliant colors 
crowded together. These woods to him were places of con- 
tinuous enjoyment, and in their company he found old 
legends, lost stories, pithy sayings, he heard music to which 
a self-centered hustling, busy world cared not to listen. 
He traveled far as the twilight deepened., He had the faith, 
and his vivid day-dreams carried him continually into a 
new world and along enchanted footpaths, quite different 
from the worldly world of the “Old Romans.” 

Occasionally he was brought to the brink of controver- 
sies and insoluble problems, but like those gentle savages 
who honor the water-spirits by hanging garlands from tree 
to tree across the river, he could always fling a bridge of 
flowers over the abysses. The years and generations passed 
by, and soldiers, statesmen, philosophers, preachers, paint- 
ers, sculptors and laborers died. But new men took their 
places, and still the Republic’s vast work went on, and the 
great pile rose higher and higher. The man looked back, 
too, at the vanished times when the world was all so differ- 
ent from our world of to-day; when the green and fruitful 
spots among the Indiana hills and warm river lawns made 
way for the newer villages and cities with their narrow 
streets and over-hanging roofs. It mattered little to him 
that existence had its dark shadows. It was the Light that 
concerned him, not the shadows. He finished his days, 
surrounded by devoted friends of both political faiths, be- 
lieving in the words of a wise bard of old: “‘However hot 
thy thirst, and however pleasant to assuage it, leave clear 
water in the well.’’ So lived and died a typical American 
and happy man—Thomas Riley Marshall.

ton Are Safe at Present. 


SHANGHAT, June 8 (4)—While several 
thousand Chinese strikers resumed work 
today, more than 5,000 others, principally } 
cotton mill employes residing in Chinese 
territory, quit their tasks under direct 
threats of agitators who menaced their 
homes. General indications are that the 
strike situation is improving. 

Efforts of the anti-foreign demonstra- 
tors are concentrated against the Japa- 
nese and British. This afternoon, at a 
Chinese mass meeting, speakers advised 
workers attached to citizens of countries 
other than Japan and Great Britain to 
g0 back to work. . 

Forty cases due to the strike disturb- 
ances are scheduled for hearing in_the 
Shanghai Mixed Court tomorrow. This 
court, with its Chinese magistrate and 
foreign assessor, 1s opposed by Chinese 
agitators, who object to the court's 
having jurisdiction over Chinese resid- 
ing in the foreign settlements. 

Interest has been aroused by Peking 
reports that the Central Government, 
assenting to a petition of student lead- 
ers, is ordering 2,000 troops under Lu 
Yung-hsiang to come here. g 

Members of the American Women’s 
Club was making mosquito nets for the 
guards in the western addition. 

The defense measures of the foreign 
groups are continuing, but the arrival 
of further naval contingents has enabled 
the authorities to lighten the duties of 
the volunteers. 

Two hundred marines from the Japa- 
mese ship Tatsuta were landed this 
morning. Two Japanese gunboats and 
two Japanese destroyers went up the 
Yangtse River to protect foreigners. 

Two other Japanese destroyers have | 
arrived here and will remain.

Bankers Back Anti-Foreign Boycott. 


PEKING, Tuesday, June 9 (P).--The 
Chinese Bankers’ Association has prom- 
ised the students to back their efforts 
to boycottt British and Japanese bank- 
notes. Notices are reported to have been 
sent to this effect to local and provin- 
cial banks and exchanges. — 

A special despatch from Kalgan says 
that General Feng Yu-hsiang, the 
“Christian General,” has circularized 
the Provincial Governors recommending 
a firm attitude in the face of “‘the un- 
reasoning and bellicose stand of the 
Shanghai authorities and part of the 
Diplomatic Corps at Peking. 

He declares that the National Army is 
willing to make sacrifices for the nation,

The foreign settlement at Canton is 
not likely to be endangered by the fight- 
ing there, it was reported yesterday ina 
cablegrafn from thé Canton Christian 
College to its headquarters here, of 
which Herbert Parsons is President. 
The. report said. most of the fighting is 
expected to take place in the eastern 
suburbs of Canton.

10 SUIT TRADE IDLE 


Unemployment Insurance Is 
Put in Operation With 
Ceremonies. 


PRAISE FOR MEDIATORS 


Work of Governor Smith’s Commis- 
sion Hailed as Opening a 
New Era. — 


In the presence of representatives of 
all factors in the cloak and suit indus- 
try the first unemployment benefits 
| were distributed yesterday ~from the 
Unemployment Insurance Fund of the 
trade. The ceremony followed speeches 
| by spokesmen in the industry at the 
| Unemployment Registration Office, 6 
East Twenty-ninth Street. 
| The fund was established in August, 
| 1924, as a practical method of meeting 
the extensive unemployment existing 
in the cloak, suit and skirt industry. 
| Benefits are paid to workers who have 
| been idle more than nine weeks in 
each season, at the rate of $10 a week, 
with $120 a year as the maximum. 

The first $10 check was handed to Elias 
W. Katz of 368 East Fourth Street, 
gray-bearded operator, who is 53 years 
old, one of the veterans of the industry. 
The first woman to receive a check was 
Mrs. Jennie Nussbaum, 387 Third Street, 
the sole support of her mother and 
three sisters. A dozen cameras clicked | 
}as George Gordon Battle, Chairman of 
the Special Commission of Mediation in 
the Cloak Industry, handed the checks 
to the union workers.

Wolf, Chairman of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Unempioyed Insurance Fund;

He explained that the fund has $150,-| 
| 781 in cash, $510,000 in Government | 
bonds and $500,473 in first mortgage| 
{railroad bonds. During the first week 
the fund expects to pay benefits to 1,000) 
workers, said Mr. Wolf. He paid a 
tribute to the work of Governor Smith, 
| who appointed the Mediation Commis- 
sion, and said that he hoped the Gaver- 
nor’s wish that the industry be stabil- 
| ized would be fulfilled. 

Mr. Sigman, who recalled his first job 
as presser twenty-three years ago, when 
he came here from England and earned 
$3 a week, working day and night, spoke 
of the progress made in recent years in 
the cloak and suit industry. Had it not 
been for Governor Smith, he said, em- 
ployers and employes would have re- 
sorted to a strike last year. He praised 
the fair-mindedness and impartiality of 
the Governor in industrial affairs, as 
well as the work of the Mediation Com- 
mission and the fund under the leader- 
ship of Mr. Wolf and his assistant, 
James A. Corcoran. 


Removes Need of Charity. 


The fund will make it unnecessary for 
cloak workers to apply to charitable or- 
ganizations for relief, said Mr. Sigman. 
He said it was the first fund of its kind 
and predicted it would be a permanent 
institution and the forerunner of similar 
funds in other industries. 

Mr. Finder, 
spoke of the fund as part of the peaceful 
ch of the industry and declared 
ts organization marked another mile- 
stone in the progress of the trade. 

Mr. Copeloff, on behalf of the jobbers, | 
joined with the other representatives of 
the employers in saying he was glad 
the fund had been established and said 
that employers realized that they had to 
“live together with the union” and that 
the parties ‘‘might as well live together 
harmoniously.”’ 

Mr. Uviller praised the work of the 
Mediation Commission and Mr. Wolf's 
activities in behalf of the fund. On be- 
half of the contractors who dealt direct- 
ly with the workers, he praised the es- 
tablishment of the fund. |

17 MINERS ENTOMBED 
BY KENTUCKY BLAST 


Rescue Party Working Through- 
out the Day Finally Finds. 
Bodies of Five. 


STURGIS, Ky., June 8 (#). — Five 
bodies were found tonight in the West 
Kentucky Coal Company's mine No. 9, 
which was wrecked today by a gas 
explosion. Two were negroes. Work- 
ers left them underground temporarily 
and pushed their way further into the 
workings where twelve other men are 
entombed. 

The rescue crew was working carly 
tonight within 400 feet of where the 
miners are believed to have been en- 
tombed. The wrecked area of the work- 


ings was found in bad condition and 
mone of the rescue workers would pre- 
dict when they might break through. 
Gas was found in rather dense pockets, 
it was reported, and air was being 
pumped into the mine. 

The explosion occurred about 400 yards 
underground and about a mile and a 
quarter from the mouth of the shaft 
through which rescurers entered. Of the 
seventeen men, seven are white and nine 
are negroes. About 130 men were under- 
ground at the time of the explosion, and 
all but seventeen made their way out 
by various mine entries. ' 

The men entombed were in charge of 
A. F, Dean and A. H. Beard, a track 
boss, The explosion occurred shortly 
after 8 o'clock this morning.

“T have denied this once and cabled 
the President as soon as | heard the 
story. I did not see Mr, Kahn's speech. 
Mr. Wickersham’s speech in Paris was 
in a light vein and is only another ex- 
ample of Oliver Wendell Holmes’s say- 
ing that it is a very serious thing to be 
a funny man. Certainly no one who 
heard it could interpret it otherwise than 
as an acknowledgment of our debt to 
France for art and cooking. 


Pleased With Hindenburg. 


“I sald on sailing from America that 
if I were a German I should have voted 
for Hindenburg, but | thought that his 
election might turn Europe into an 
armed camp. I was surprised by the 
calmness with which the French re- 
ceived his election. They simply wait 
to see whether Germany will become 
militaristic again, and in the meantime 
they are right, until they learn the in- 
tentions of the new Germany, in not 
disbanding one corporal's guard, I now 
think that the election of Hindenburg 
was a good thing for Germany and the 
world. It means a bulwark against 
the Reds in Germany and against Soviet 
Russia. Hindenburg is above all an 
honest man, I expect to see changes in 
the German Constitution looking toward 
a stronger Government, with 208sibly 
a return to monarchy later. This will 
be no great calamity and the Crown 
Prince has learned the lesson of ad- 
versity. He is the most maligned and 
slandered man in the wide world. Wo- 
men voted for Hindenburg because they 
know that in a Red government the bad 
women rule. 

“The keystone of all European poli- 
tics, financial, political and economical, 
is security for Prance. If that 1s guar- 
anteed all other problems easily 
solved. 

“As a Democrat I admire the way in 
which we are now represented abroad: 
Herrick in France, Houghton in Eng- 
land, Moore in Spain, Fletcher in Italy, 
and our other representatives doing 
splendid work. 

“So far I think that the foreign policy 
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of President Coolidge has been success- 
ful; the settlement with Mexico, the re- 
fusal to recognize the Reds of Russia, 
the settlement of the Isle of Pines ques- 
tion have all added to our standing 
among the nations. 


Expects Hungarian Monarchy. 


“T think that in Hungary monarchy 
will be established in a short time: after 
all, they have the right to choose thetr 
own form of government. Also it will 
keep Hungary cut of the inevitable union 
of Austria and Germany, for Austria 
cannot exist economically alone. 

“The French are working hard to put 
their country on a sound basis: Thay 
are at their best when cornered. I 
walking about Paris I discovered man 
‘poucheries chevalines,’ that is butcher 
shops where horse meat only is sold. 
This shows better than endless statis- 
ties the sacrifices of the mass of the 
population. 

“Tomorrow I must make a report as 
Treasurer of the National Democratic 
Party. I hear that Mr, Shaver and Mr. 
Jesse Jones have cleared off the debts. 
and I hope as a result of their good 
work to be able to submit a clean 

te.”’

“get him a good stand’’ when Magis- 
trate George W. Simpson resumed yes- 
terday the investigation into alleged 
graft and oppression pratciced by agents 
of the Department of Markets against 
pushcart peddlers. 

The inspector, who was known to the 
accusing witness only as ‘‘Mike,’’ was 
subsequently arrested and is now 
peddling candy in Orchard Street, ac- 
cording to Abraham Levy of 19 Clinton 
Street, who testified that he had paid 


the money. 

Levy testified after several other ped- 
dlers, most of them from the Avenue C 
Market, had told of exactions made by 
Department of Markets Supervisors ‘‘for 
protgction and permission to peddle on 
Sundays.” Because of tue reluctance of 
geome witnesses to testify, Magistrate 
Simpson took official cognizance of 
alleged attempts at intimidation of wit- 
nesses and warned all present that he 
ag jail any one who threatened ped- 

ers, 

“T am here to protect you against ali 
market Supervisors and any one con- 
nected with the Department of Mar- 
kets,” he told the fifty spectators, mostly

Ody threatens any witness subpoenaed 
here I'll put him in jail.’ 

In telling of his payment of $32.50 to 
Mike, Levy declared he received a re- 
ceipt which he later gave to a man in 
the office of Mrs. Louise Reed Welz- 
miller, Deputy Commissioner of Mar- 
kets. He never got the ‘better stand,” 
nor did he get his money, back, he said.

E. E, Leman’s Family Says His Work 
With Element Weakened Health. 


Edwin B. Leman, who died of anemia 
Sunday afternoon at his home, 22 South 
Munn Avenue, Orange, N. J., was chief 
chemist of the United States Radium 
Corporation of Orange. His relatives 
and friends familiar with his thirteen 
years’ continuous working with radium 
attribute his death to the effect of this 
long exposure, which rendered his sys- 
tem unable to resist the progress of 
the anemia, in spite of several blood 
transfusions. 

Mr. Leman collapsed three weeks ago 
and since then. had been a patient in 
St. Mary’s Hospital, Orange, until Fri- 
day, when returned to his home. His 
condition had been pronounced hopeless 
and he wished to be with his wife, Gret- 
chen Meler Leman, a bride of less than 
a year.

Berlin Officials Ignored Protests 


Made From Time to Time, the 
Officers Declare. 
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| LONDON, June 8.—The report. of the 
Interallied Military Commission on Ger- 
man disarmament on which the recent 
note to Germany was based was issued 
tonight. The larger part of the infrac- 
ai mentioned in the report and 
measures to be taken by Germany were 
| embodied in the note. 

The report states that as early as 
| July 17, 1924, the commission informed | 
|the German Government of the con-! 
| ditions whereunder it contemplated | 
| carrying out a general inspection, but it | 
required seven weeks to overcome Ger- | 
| man resistance and to arrive at a satis- 
| factory agreement. The general inspec- | 
tion began on Sept. 8, 1924, and was con- | 
cluded on Jan, 25, 1925, The commission | 
states it encountered sharp resistance | 
from military authorities. Until the end 
of October they disputed the right to/| 
investigate any but the present period, | 
which would have deprived it of the| 
possibility of connecting past and/ 
present, 

While declaring themselves willing to 
answer question on the present situa- 
tion, they often refused to communicate 
or allow certain documents indispensa- 
ble to the control of material and effec- | 
tives to be consulted. In other cases 
they denied the existence of official 
documents required. 

Numerous verifications were carried 
| out, but in many cases the control offi- 
| cers were forced to treat with reserve 
the answers given or the documents 
presented to them. Certain entries 
written in the same handwriting and 
Same ink obviously had been recently 
made, Frequently keys of premises

THE PLAY 


By STARK YOUNG. 


Plautus in the Village. 


The production of Plautus’s ‘‘Me- 
naechmi!”’ that the Latin Players of La- 
fayette College have brought for five 
performances to the Provincetown Play- 
house is one of those college enterprises 
of which we may say that they are very 
good for the players concerned. It is 
not a performance of distinction, but the 
company enjoy themselves; they get a 
sense of what comedy is when it Is 
played before an audience, a sense of 
how much Jife a classic may have in it, 
and they learn how much pains it takes 
to carry anything through to any sort of 
completion. The relation of this produc- 
tion to the New York theatre is less easy 
to see; but criticism in that direction 


can serve to small purpose. 

The translation used is by Professor 
Crawford, In it he attempts, as the pro- 
gram states and as we hear 57 college 
classrooms, to keep to the spirit rather 
than the letter of the original, which 
means that the language is as idiomatic 
as possible and in this case as slangy 
and soldiery and villagey as the occa- 
sion permits. Professor Crawford's is a 
translation sometimes wuccesstany sive 
and actable. The songs by Mr. Natelli 
were amusing and gayly encored. 

This matter of lively language is one 
of the problems in the presentation of 
such a Latin folk classic as a play of 
Plautus’s. But it is by no means the 
only one. Where this performance 
from Lafayette fell shortest was in 
tempo and rhythm. The speed of the 
speeches, the swift alternations of the 
patterns of the plot and of the scenes 
and characters was pretty much lost. 
The model in the modern theatre for 
this theatrical quay is best found in 
the playinf of Moliére at the Comédie 
Francadse, or in the commedia of the 
Italian folk tradition, or in certain ele- 
gant clowning now and then. The pres- 
sure and steam of vitality, the onrun- 
ning duplication of motivations and in- 
cidents, the abounding spirits and volu- 
bility, these are what we must bring 
to Plautus’s, as to Moliére’s or Goldoni’s 
farces, if we are to carry forward the 
life of them. The mere boldness of get- 
ting very much at home with an ancient 
author and calling a Greek gentleman 
“‘kid,”’ even thou he is a lost twin, 
or of mentioning Wanamaker’s and the 
Village, does. not arouse the sleeping 
dogs of the old comedy to any vast 
lustihood. Such boldness is more event- 
ful in college halls, name, where the 
classics are feared, than in the theatre, 
where they are, as in their own time, 
entertaining or 
nothing. 

The gusty and glorious scene, where 


| the strange Menaechmus is so stirred by 


his brother’s wife’s taunts and _ re- 
proaches and her father’s lecture that he 
indeed, to frighten 
them, was lost last night, partly be- 
cause of the wife's being played too 
weepingly. The point of the scene is 
that her taunts and tears and threats 
and rage are turned to terror before the 
mad gambols of the exasperated vic- 
tim’s fiemed madness. And this in turn 
is followed by the immortal scene where 
the doctor is brought in and attacks the 
second Menaechmus, and the changes 
are rung again on madness and Jnnocent 
confusion. 
“The Menaechmi,’’ as _ everybody 
is one of Plautus’s best and 
full of talent and 
zest, rich with farcical opportunity, bor- 
Menander perhaps, 
is disputed, and used by 
Shakespeare as the basis of his 
“Comedy of Errors."” Of the two, I 
should call Plautus’s the better play. 
And we may be grateful to these de- 
votees from Lafay ette College for bring- 
ing the old piece to our ears again, and 
for giving it to us. as the dramatist 
says in his prologue, apporto vobis 
Plautum lingua, non manu—on the 
tongue not in the hand, to our ears not 
to our eyes, on the stage not in the 


book.

The picturization of John Galsworthy’s 
novel, ‘‘The White Monkey,”’ is mindful 
of a rose without perfume or warm 
champagne .on what John Drew de- 
scribes as a “‘tepid evening.’’ The story 
is fairly well told, but it lacks the depth 
and difference given by style and at- 
mospheric accuracy. Occasionally, but 
only too rarely, there peeps through its 
stolidity and triteness a suspicion of 
the author, which is like’a gentle breeze 
in the hot sun.

The two Americans, Frank J. Mar- 
shall, United States champion, and 
Carlos Torre, New York State cham- 
pion, tied for third place. one point be- | 
hind the leaders, and divided the third} 
prize of 2,000 crowns and the fourth 
prize of 1,600 crowns. There was an- 
other tie for fifth place between Richard 
Reti of Czechoslovakia and Dr. S. Tar- 
takower of Austria, who divided the} 
fifth prize of 1,400 crowns and the sixth | 
prize of 1,250 crowns. The seventh! 
prize of 1,100 crowns was won by R.| 
Spielmann of Austria, and the eighth 
prize of 1,000 crowns, by E. Gruenfeld 
of Austria. 

At the beginning of today’s play, 
Niemzowitsch was leading by half a 
point, but the best he could do in his| 
game with Spielmann, who played| 
black against an English opening, was 
to draw in 64 moves. Robinstein, on the 
other hand, won brilliantly from Yates 
of England, who played the Ruy Lopez 
and succumbed after 38 moves. Conse-| 
quently, Rubinstein equalled Niemzow-| 
itsch’s totals of 11—4.

IN PRESBY TERY HERE 


New York Body Declines to Go 
on Record as Regretting 
“Its Error.” 


REFUSES PLEDGE TO OBEY) 


Defends Licensing of Preachers | 


Who Refuse to Affirm Belief 
in Divine Birth. 


“SNAP JUDGMENT” CHARGED 


Commissioner Says Atmosphere Was 
“Polsoned”’ and That Assembly 
Was a “Whispering Gallery.” 


The Presbytery of New York at a | 


yesterday afternoon in the! 

Chapel of the First Presbyterian | 
Church, Fifth Avenue and Eleventh | 
Street, heard reports from fifteen of its 
sixteen commissioners to the recent} 
Presbyterian General Assembly in Co- | 
lumbus, Ohio, and then declined to go 
on record as regretting “‘its error’’ in 
having licensed to preach young men 
who refused to affirm belief in the vir- 
gin birth. The Presbytery also refused 
to make official record that it would 
promise obedience hereafter to the de- 
cision of the assembly. Most of the 
commissioners criticized the General As- 
sembly’s action. 

The decision of the assembly was that 
ho Presbytery should license preachers 
who did not make a positive declaration | 
of their belief in the virgin birth, which | 
was held to be ‘‘an essential doctrine”’ | 
of the Presbyterian Church. | 

The Presbytery after a warm discus- | 
sion voted instead to create a committee | 
of eleven to consider all the papers of the | 
general assembly which took to task | 
the local Presbytery and report at the| 
Fall meeting of the Presbytery. This | 
was done by adopting a resolution of- | 
fered by the Rev. Dr. Howard Duffield, | 
the Moderator, which was as follows: 

‘The Presbytery commends the faith- 
fulness of our commissioners to the Gen- 
eral Assembly and expresses in_ this 
manner our appreciation of their devo- 
tion to their important tasks. 

“Inzsmuch as the General Assembly 
has remanded to this Presbytery its de- 
cision for appropriate action, and Inas- 
much as by unanimous vote the assem- 
bly created a special commission to deal 
with the state of the Church, it is rec- | 
ommended that this decision and all] 
other matters bearing on complaints | 
against this body, together with the| 
statement of the principles held by this | 

esbytery which was made by our com- | 
missioners in connection with this deci- | 
sion, be referred to a special commission | 
of eleven members to consider these | 
papers and report at the Fall meeting 
of the Presbytery. This sommittee shall 
have power to confer with the assem- | 
bly'’s special commission when invited to | 
meet with it.”’ 


Against “Snap Judgment.” 


Before he offered his motion Dr. Duf- | 
field urged deliberation in view of the 
importance of the issue, argued against | 
“snap judgment,”’ and added: . 

"I think the Presbytery will be dis- | 
posed to adopt unanimously this resolu- | 
tion which I have written. We men 
here look at things from different 
angles, but we all desire the same thing 
—the honor of out Lord and the baptism | 
of power from on high.”’ 

The motion to adopt the resolution 
was seconded by the Rev. Dr. A. Edwin 
Keigwin, pastor of the West End 
Church, who was a Commissioner at 
Columbus. 

Then Dr. Walter Buchanan, pastor of | 
the Broadway Church, a Fundamental- | 
ist, presented his substitute resolution, | 
which reviewed the action of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, and said: | 

“This Presbytery, therefore, desires to 
record its regret at its error in this mat- 
ter, as determined by the recent action | 
of the General Assembly, and promises | 
obedience hereafter to this decision of 
the 137th General Assembly. 

“In view, however, that one of the 
fentlemen named in the complaint is no 
longer under the jurisdiction of our} 
Church and that the other has been duly | 
ordained it. seems to us wise that no 
further action shall be taken in these 
cases.”’ 

The Rev. Albert Dale Gantz, pastor 
of the Williamsbridge Church, another | 
fundamentalist, favored Dr. Buchanan’s | 
substitute. 

“What assurance have we that if we 
voted for this committee of eleven that | 
the minority would be represented?’ 


asked Dr. Gantz, 

Hans P. Freece, an elder in Fort 
Washington Church, and a Fundamen- 
talist, offered as an amendment, that of 
the eleven composing the committee, at | 
least five should be Fundamentalists, | 
and that Dr. Duffield as Moderator, 
should appoint the committee.

Tuttle of the Board 
of Estimate was asked by the Mayor to 
report at the next meeting upon the rel- 
ative feasibility of the two sites in 
question, ‘‘regardless of cost.”’ 

“The change which te now suggest,”’ 
Borough President Miller told Commis- 
sioner O'Malley, ‘‘will throw 500 fami-

on June 27 of last year, practically 
nobody will have to move from his 
home.”’ 

“But your plan will be more expen- 
sive,’’ retorted Commissioner O'Malley.

Roulstone Blames Mayor for 
Failure of City to Buy Four 
Acres 18 Months Ago. 





WILL PROTEST TO BOARD 


Association to Ask That All Islands 
In the East River Be Converted 
Into Park Spaces. 


The Board of Directors of the Parks 
Conservation Association, it became 
known yesterday, has requested its 
President, William Bradford Roulstone, 
26 Exchange Place, te appear before the 
Board of Estimate on Friday, to protest 
against the refusal of the City Adminis- 
tration to acquire the four acres on the

with a recommendation that plans be 
formulated to acquire and convert Into | 
park space not only all Hart’s Island, 
but all the islands in the East River. 

‘I am informed that one or two of the 
mempers of the City Administration were 
disposed to head off this ‘Coney Island 
development,”’ said Mr. Roulstone, ‘‘be- 
cause its operation would not only make 
trouble between the visitors to the resort 
and the inmates of the juvenile re- 
formatory contiguous thereto, but could 
in the long run only react upon the feel- 
ings and sensibilities of our colored peo- | 
ple who might be tempted to visit the 
place. 

“The city’s negligence in failing to} 
acquire this property eighteen months 
ago, when it might have been bought 
for a comparatively small sum of money, 
is all the more culpable in view of the 
fact that the promoters of the resort 
have now been permitted to spend s0 
large a sum that its owners are quoted 
as saying they would not sell out for up- 
ward of $100,000. Undoubtedly, the reat 
enemy of the city is Mr. Hylan himself, 
who, it is reported, blocked a move in 
the Board of Estimate to acquire the 
pyoperty by condemnation proceedings 
when it was much cheaper than it Is 
now. 

“In the report of Dr. Hastings H.

‘the island contains about seventy-seven 
acres of land, of which four acres belong

Declares New Subways, if 


Hooked Up With Old Lines, 
Could Pay on That Rate. 


WITHOUT A SPECIAL TAX 


But Says Hylan and the Entire

Taking issue with Mayor Hylan’s 
Board of Transportation, Representative 
Ogden L. Mills in an address before

said. But to do this, he added, the

Congressman Mills went on to say 
that the Mayor’s Tammany confréres 
on the Board of Estimate and Governor 
Smith, as well as the entire Democratic 
delegation to the Legislature, also must 
fall under the indictment against the 
Mayor.

Mayor Hylan replied yesterday 


Transit Commissioner LeRoy T. Hark- | 


ness’s assertion that it would cost the 
city less than half as much to build new 
subways as extensions of the existing 
system as it would to build the Mayor’s 
proposed independent system by again 
charging Mr. Harkness with friendli- 
ness to the traction interests. 


The Mayor characterized the Transit | 


Commission's reorganization plan, which 
Mr. Harkness said furnished the only 
hope of retaining the five-cent fare, as 
“the vile plot of 1921, euphemistically 
called the plan of readjustment,’’ and 
asserted that he always would oppose 
the purchase of the surface lines 
the city. 

The Mayor's statement follows: 

LeRoy T. Harkness, Republican 
Transit Commissioner, with a mind 
made frantic by the reported frustra- 
tions of all of his well laid plans to 
saddle upon the public an 8 or 10 cent 
fare and to palm off on our citizens 
our present transit system, including 
the about to be scrapped surface lines, 
at somewhere near $928,000,000, has 
belched forth a new tirade against the 
City Administration. He is made the 
more furious because he sees the dirt 
flying and new subways building and 
he realizes that his service in the 
interest of the traction magnates is 
coming to nought. Lest it be forgot- 
ten—this is the same Harkness who 
helped to draft the dual subway con- 
tracts under which the city has in- 
vested $250,000,000 in our subways and 
never received one cent return.

My answer to Harkness is that the 
city won't buy the surface lines which 
are gradually losing their usefulness 
and I shall make every resistance to 
which my strength can endure to pre- 
vent the fleecing of the city. 

What we are concerned about at the 
present moment—and I don’t intend to 
be diverted therefrom—is more sub- 
ways. Harkness says that the city

He wants the line to stop at 
Fifty-ninth Street, and there to con- 
nect with the B. M. T. He wants the 
entire heavy traffic from the four- 
track new Washington Heights line to 
be diverted into the B. M. T. lines at 
the Fifty-ninth Street connection.

At the same hearing Alderman Fran- 
cis D. McGarey of Brooklyn, in a room 
filled with uniformed firemen, whom he 
challenged to deny his statement, 
charged that veteran officials in the 
Fire Department deliberately postpones 
their retirements to day when the 
civil service eligible lists'expire, so that 
they may ‘“‘for a consideration amount- 
ing to $1,000 or paid them by 
eligibles on the retire and creats 
vacancles. 

Alderman McGarey the author of 
the retirement bill, which he introduced 
some time ago. He made the charge 
while advocating the adoption of his 
measure. The present condition of af- 
fairs he characterized as a scandal to 
the City of New York. 

There was tense silence as the Alder- 
man turned to Joseph J. O'Reilly, who 
for many years has been Secretary of 
the joint committee of the Patrolmen’s 
and Firemen’s Associations, and asked 
him if the assertion made was not true. 
Mr. O’Reilly admitted that rumors of 
such a condition had persisted in the 
Fire Department, but declared that the 
bill under consideration would not pro- 
vide a remedy.

RAILROAD VALUATION 
DELAYS RATE CHANGES 


Carriers and Commission Divided 
on Appraisement Basis—Recap- 
ture Clause Still a Problem. 


The solution of two problems in con- 
nection with the regulation of railroads 
| by the Interstate Commerce Commission 
| would, in the opinion of most railroad 
|}men, improve the sentiment of the in- 
vesting public toward the carriers. These 
problems constitute the major elements 
of uncertainty with respect to rail- 
road investments. They are: the lack of 
}@ definite valuation of the carriers’ prop- 
erty by the commission and the doubt 
|in the minds of investors as to how 
|}much of the carriers’ income is sub- 
Ject to the recapture clause of the 
Transportation act, which provides that 
|} one-half of earnings over 6 per cent. on 





' | property vale shall be returned to the 


| Government? . 
| At present there is not only a wide 
{gulf of opinion between the carriers and 
|} the commission as to what constitutes 
the true value of the property, but an 
|}almost equal divergence of opinion with- 
in the commission itself. Before the ques- 
| tion is finally determined, it is thought 
|that® the commission's valuations will 
}come up for review by the Supreme 
Court and gulding principles laid down 
by this body for future procedure. The 
| fact that the commission's valuations are 
based upon pre-war prices has led many 
railroad men to belleve that the ultimate 
| figures approved by the Supreme Court 
| will be materially higher. 

The subject of recapture is awaiting 
more light on the supject of valuation. 
Just how the Government will regulate 
/it is still problematical in the minds 
|}of most railroad officials. Pending con- 
|solidations, it is thought, will bring 
down the lability of the individual car- 
rier, by joining the weaker to the 
| stronger lines, but territorial] growth Is 
lexpected to produce many alterations 
|later in the earnings of the consolidated 
| Systems. For this reason it 1s impos- 
sible for the commission to adjust rates 
|and fares so as to produce an even 
rate of return year after year. Lacking 
|'this the railroads are subject to recap- 
ture in good years without an offsetting 
allowance in poor years. Hence, rail- 
road men hope that Congress will give 
attention to this feature of the law and 
adjust it so that the recapture IHability 
is averaged over a longer period than a 
year. °

SCOTS ARE BUYING 
AMERICAN SECURITIES 


Investment Trasts Are Doing the 
Parchasing, Which Is Largely 
in Industrials. 


Scottish investment trusts have been 
buying a considerable volume of securi- 
ties in the American market since the 
return of Great Britain to the gold 
standard, it was declared yesterday by 
Wall Street investment bankers. The 


buying, it was declared, has been prin- | 


cipally in high-dividend industrial stocks 
which have shown stability over a 
stretch of years. 

While London, through unofficial meas- 
ures, has restricted the outflow of capi- 
tal since the return to the gold stand- 
ard and has curbed any foreign financ- 
ing, investment by British 
the New York market never has ceased 
entirely, and the buying is reported to 
be coming principally from Scotland. It 
was in Scotland that the investment 
trust idea originated, having been fél- 
lowed in England several years later.

ROAD'S PROSPERITY 
DUE TO FARMERS 


The Southern’s President Tells 
of Contribution to Increased 
Commerce in 1924. 


RESULT OF ADVICE ON CROPS 


Caused Greater Production — Coal 
Traffic Also Doubled In 
the Year. 


A distinct improvement in agricultural 
conditions in the South contributed to 
the prosperity of the Southern Railway 
during 1924, Fairfax Harrison, Presi-

ROADS BUYING FEWER TIES. 


Carriers Order Only for Immediate 
Needs, Producers Say. 


Demand for railroad ties is declining, 
it was announced at a recent conven- 
tion of railroad tie producers. Prior to 
1907 ties were untreated, and it was cus- 
| tomary for the railroads to order their 
supply a year in advance, judging how 
many they needed from how many they 
had ordered the year before. 

Today the carriers keep a close record 
of tie conditions, and annual inspections 
| determine the actual number needed. 
Thus the roads order only those neces- 
sary and only far enough ahead to allow 
time for treatment. 

During the period of Federal control 
the Government made replacements only 
when absolutely necessary, consequently 
there was an abnormally large demand 
for ties when the roads were returned 
to their owners. This demand was sup- 
plied in about two years, however, and 
producers were forced to decrease pro- 
duction.

CAR LOADINGS FELL

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RAIL BOARD CURBED 
BY SUPREME COURT 


Cannot Force a Witness Living 
in Another Jurisdiction to 
Appear in Chicago. 


VICTORY FOR BROTHERHOODS 


Bench Says Subpoena Powers Trans- 
portation Act Glves Were Ex- 
ceeded In Robertson Case. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, June 8.—The Reail- 
road Labor Board's powers again were 
curtailed, and incidentally the railway 
unions won a victory, when the United 
States Supreme Court declared today 
that the board could not force a union | 
official living in another jurisdiction to 
appear in Chicago as a witness. 

The case reached the Supreme Court 
on an appeal from the Eastern Division | 
of the Federal Court for Northern 
Illinois by D. B. Robertson of Cleveland, 
President of the Brotherhood of Loco- | 
motive Firemen and Enginemen, and it 
involved a point in which the Railroad | 
Brotherhoods were vitally interested. 
The decision apparently leaves open the 
question of the board's right to act 
through the Federal Court of Jariadio | 
tion where a desired witness lives. 

After the shopmen’s strike three years 

e, the “Big Four’’ Brotherhoods, 

ich were strong enough to. make 
hendway in direct negotiations with the 
railroad managements without working | 
through the Railroad Labor Board, 
entered into such negotiations with a 
number of Western railways. Union 
men here who accused the aLbor Board | 
of a general effort to reduce railroad | 
wages, said today the board declined | 
to be ignored and tried to interpose its | 
own authority in the negotiations. In| 
this situation, Mr. Robertson was) 
ordered by the board to appear before it. 

Through his counsel Mr. Robertson | 
challenged the jurisdiction of the board, 
which went into the Illinois Federal | 
Court to compel his attendance. Mr. 
Robertson then moved to quash the ser- 
vice on the ground that he was a resi- | 
dent of Ohio and not subject to the com- 
mand of the Federal Court of Illinois. 
The motion was overruled and so was a 
motion for dismissal for lack of juris- 
diction over the subject matter of the | 
suit, and Mr. Robertson was directed by | 
the Illinois Court to appear before the 
board. The action of the Supreme Court 
today, in the decision which was handed 
down by Associate Justice Brandeis, re- 
Verses the lower court. 

‘The Railroad Labor Board proceeded 
under a provision of the Transportation 
act which says the board may subpoena 
witnesses from any place in the United 
States at any designated place of hear- 
ing, and that ‘“‘in case of the contumacy 
of any witness the board may invoke 
the aid of any United States district 
court,’’ which may thereupon order a 
witness to comply with the requirements | 
of the subpoena. 

Mr. Robertson contended that under 
the applicable law no district court is 
of competent jurisdiction to compel a 
defendant to obey its decree, except | 
the court of the district of which he is | 
an inhabitant or where he is found. 
The board argued that Congress in- | 
tended to confer upon it the right not 
only to invoke the aid of the court for 
any district, but to compel the person 
named as defendant to litigate in the 
district selected by the board, even 
though he is not a resident there. 

In its opinion given today the Supreme 
Court said that ‘‘no reason is suggested 
Why Congress should have wished to 
compel every person summoned elther 
to obey the board's administrative order 
without question, or litigate his right to 
refuse to do so in such district, however 
remote from his home or temporary res- 
idence, as the board might select. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission, which 
throughout thirty-eight years has dealt} 
in many different ways with most of 
the railroads of the United States, has 
never exercised or asserted or sought to | 
secure for itself such powers.”’ 

The court declares that the law’s grant 
to the board of authority to invoke the 
aid of ‘‘any’’ court means any court 
of competent jurisdiction. By the gen- 
eral rule of law the jurisdiction of a 
district court in personam has been lim- | 
ited, the court adds, to the district of 
which the defendant is an inhabitant or 
in which he can be found. 

“It would be an extraordinary thing. 
@ays the decision, “if while guarding 
carefully all departure from the general 
rule, Congress had conferred the excep- 
tional power here invoked upon a board | 
whose functions are purely advisory. 
and which enters the district court not | 
to enforce a substantive right but in 
an auxiliary proceeding to secure evi- | 
dence from one who may be a stranger 
to the matter with which the board is 
dealing. We think it made no such ex- 
tension by the ‘Transportation act of 
1920. It is not lightly to be assumed 
that Congress intended to depart from 
a long set policy.”

CHICAGO, June 8.—A change for the 
better in weather conditions over the 
greater part of the grain belt, with 
showers and cooler, caused a selling 
movement that carried values off fairly, 
with wheat 214@3% cents lower.

Oats finished 4%@% cent and 
rye 2%@3 cents lower. 

The weather change was sufficient to 
cause many scattered longs to sell out, 
especially as the Government report is 
due after the close tomorrow. The July 


became somewhat tight and gained 
around 1% cents on the September, clos- 
ing at 4144 cents premium. 

Some of the leading longs feared that

having big profits in their holdings, 
there was a disposition to take them 
and be in a position to buy their wheat 
back in case the Government report is 
their way.

ON CITY ZONING LAW 


Brooklyn Realty Company’s Pe- 
titlon Denied by Federal Su- 
preme Court. 


STATE TRIBUNALS UPHELD) 


Opinion Holds Jurisdiction Lacking | 


Because Constitutional Point 
Was Not Raised Here. 


Spectal to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 8.—Through the 
refusal of the Supreme Court today to 
interfere with the New York City zon- 
ing laws, the Rosevale Realty Company 
lost a long fight against Albert Klein- 
ert, Superintendent of the Bureau of 
Buildings of Brooklyn; the Midwood 
Manor Association and Pauline 
Kalvin. 

The opinion, written by Justice San- 
ford, held that the writ of error on 
which the appeal was based did not 
bring before the court the question of 
the constitutionality of the substantive 
provisions of the zoning resolution and 
therefore the tribunal had no jurisdic- 
tion. 

The Rosevale Realty Company peti- 
tioned the New York Supreme Court for 
a@ peremptory mandamus directing Mr. 
Kleinert to approve plans for an apart- 


ment house and grant a permit for its)

In his opinion Justice Sanford re- 
viewed the New York zoning law and 
ecited that In 1922 the Realty Company 

ught a lot in Brooklyn in a “‘C”’ area 
district, a residential section known as 
Midwood Manor in which, under private 
restrictive convenants in the _ deed, 
no buildings except 
houses could be built before Jan. 1, 1923. 

‘‘Disregarding these restrictive cove- 
nants,’’ continued the opinion, ‘‘the real- 
tor procured plans for a forty-family 
apartment house conforming as to open 
Spaces, &c., as to the requirements of 
a ‘C’ area district. 
with the Superintendent of the Bureau 
of Buildings on Sept. 1, 1922, for the 
purpose of having them approved and 
obtaining a building permit. The Super- 
intencnent on the same day issued a tem- 
nee permit for the temporary instal- 

ation of footings and foundations, but 
on the next day revoked this temporary 
ermit, because of a petition that had 
een forwarded by other owners of prop- 
erty in Midwood Manor to the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment to place 
this locality within an ‘E’ area district. 

“On Oct. 2, 1922, the board, after a 
ublic hearing, amended the zoning reso- 
ution of 1916 by changing this locality, 
including the realtor’s plot, from a ‘C’ 
to an ‘E’ area district. On the follow- 
ing day the Superintendent refused ap- 
Pproval of the realtor’s plans because the 
proposed building was contrary to the 
regulations of the zoning resolution ap- 
Plicable to an ‘E’ area district. 

“On Jan. 25, 1923, the realtor filed the 
present petition for peremptory manda- 
mus against the Superintendent. In this 
petition the realtor did not challenge in 
any way the constitutionality of the sub- 
stantive provisions of the zoning reso- 
lution. either in reference to ‘E” area 
districts or otherwise, but did allege in 
general terms that the amendment of 
Oct. 20, 1922, deprived it of its property 
tn violation of the due process and equal 
protections clauses of the Fourteenth 
Amendment. In other words, it merely 
challenged the constitutionality of the 
transfer of its property from a ‘C’ 
an ‘FE’ area district, but did not challenge 
the constitutionality or the provisions in 
reference to ‘E’ area districts in and of 
themselves. 

“The petition was denied by the Su- 
preme Court on the ground 
building which the realtor desired a per- 
mit would, if constructed, be in viola- 
tion of the zoning resolut.on as amended 
end would be unlawful. There was no 
reference in the opinion to any constitu- 
tional question; and the order of the Su- 
preme Court was affirmed by the Ap- 
pellate Division and the Court of Ap- 
peals without opinions. 

“Tt is well settled that this court Is 
without jurisdiction to review the judg- 
ment of a State court on a writ of error 
by reason of a Federal question which 
was not raised below or called to the 
attention or decided by the State court. 
The writ of error in the present case, 
therefore, does not bring up for our de- 
termination the question as to the con- 
etitutionality of the substantive provi- 
sions of the zoning resolutions as to 
which it is now sought to invoke our 
decision. 

‘As the only Federal question prop- 
erly presented by the assignments of 
error, namely, the constitutionality of 
the substantive provisions of the zoning 
resolution, is one which, for the reasons 
already stated, is not brought within our 
jurisdiction by the writ of error, 
conclude that, without consideration of 
the merits, the writ must be dismissed, 
and it is so ordered.”’

THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—The Western dis- 
turbance has moved northeastward to South- 
eastern Manitoba and extrerne Western On- 
tario and it has been attended by local 
rains in the Missouri and upper Mississippi 
Valleys, the northern Plain States and the 
northern Rocky Mountain region.

Beha said yesterday 
that he did not believe information 
elicited from brokers in this way should 
be used as the basis of prosecution.

“I do not think it fair to ask a broker 
to admit his guilt and then to prosecute 
him for making such an admission,’’ he 
said. “It was with the idea of finding 
out how extensive was the practice of 
doing business with Lloyd's that we sent 
out the questionnaire. 

“Soon after we received the data we 
amended Section 70 of the State Insur- 
ance law which extended the power of 
casualty companies. We also amended 
Section 150 of the Insurance law con- 
cerning marine companies, Both amand- 
ments permit the writing of broader 
policies.’’ 


Issues “Block” Policies. 


Mr. Beha explained that the situation 
which permitted Lioyd's, London, to 
operate so extensively in this country 
was the fact that the British under- 


writers wrote ‘‘block”’ policies covering 
every phase of insurance. Until recent- 
ly, for example, jewelry insurance poli- 
cies covering theft, loss or destruction, 
were not issued by American companies 
in ‘‘block’’ form.
